The  population  of  each  district  has  increased  during  the  year  —  this  is  most  marked  in  Warmley,  where  an 
immigration  figure  of  1,491  and  a  total  birth  figure  of  239,  has  contributed  1,730  to  the  4,310  total  increase  in 
population  of  the  combined  districts,  It  will  be  noted  that  in  each  case,  immigration  plays  a  major  part  in  causing 
the  population  change. 
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The  total  number  of  infant  deaths  is  seven  more  than  last  year.  Well  over  two  thirds  of  these  occurred  during  the 
first  month  of  life,  and  indeed  just  under  that  fraction  occurred  during  the  first  week.  At  the  same  time,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  of  the  22  deaths  which  took  place  before  the  age  of  one  week,  18  were  due  to  prematurity  and 
congenital  malformation.  These  figures  emphasise  the  need  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  health  of  the  mother 
during  pregnancy  if  there  is  to  be  any  further  significant  reduction  in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate.

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The  above  table  shows  a  similar  picture  to  that  of  previous 
years,  in  that  the  causes  of  death  fall  into  three  or  four  major 
categories  which  together,  account  for  most  deaths. 

The  figures  for  coronary  thrombosis  (177)  and  lung  cancer  (39) 
are  the  highest  recorded  for  many  years  and  in  the  table  below 
may  be  seen  the  increasing  prevalence  of  these  conditions.

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  Mangotsfield  area,  there  are 
quite  a  number  of  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  the 
5-14  and  15-24  age  groups;  twenty  one  cases  in  all.  These 
formed  part  of  an  outbreak  which  occurred  at  a  secondary  modern 
school  for  boys  and  girls  in  the  district. 

In  January  1960  a  boy  was  admitted  to  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  Bristol,  with  a  skin  condition  of  a  tuberculous  nature. 
Later  the  same  month  a  second  boy  was  admitted  to  Ham  Green 
Hospital  with  a  similar  diagnosis  and  a  third  boy  was  seen  at  the 
Chest  Clinic,  when  a  diagnosis  of  primary  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs 
was  made  (Primary  tuberculosis  is  the  condition  from  which  most 
of  us  suffer  at  some  age  and  it  occurs  when  we  are  meeting  the 
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T.B.  germ  for  the  first  time.  It  does  not  usually  produce  much 
illness  and  is  often  put  down  to  feeling  “off  colour”.  As  a  result 
most  of  us  obtain  some  degree  of  immunity  to  tuberculosis).  It 
was  found  that  these  three  boys,  all  attended  a  secondary  modem 
school  in  Mangotsfield. 

The  source  case  proved  to  be  a  boy  aged  14  years  who  had 
extensive  lung  disease.  This  was  diagnosed  in  early  March  (he 
became  really  ill  towards  the  end  of  February  and  had  attended 
school  spasmodically  only  during  that  Spring  Term).  In  January 
—  February  he  had  attended  a  course  at  the  Outward  Bound 
Mountain  School,  Cumberland,  and  during  this  time  he  was  in 
contact  with  some  72  other  boys  who  were  on  the  same  course. 

The  mother  of  this  source  case  died  from  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  when  he  was  only  six  months  old.  Just  over  a  year  prior 
to  his  illness  he  had  had  a  normal  chest  X  Ray.  In  April  1959 
however,  he  spent  a  weekend  with  relatives,  one  of  whom  had  a 
chronic  cough  which  a  month  later  was  diagnosed  as  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  boy  visited  the  uncle  concerned  again  when  the 
latter  was  in  hospital  and  it  could  be,  that  this  was  the  source  of 
the  boys  infection. 

The  source  case  was  a  member  of  a  local  scout  troop  so  that 
a  check  was  made  on  all  likely  contact  here,  and  at  school  and 
among  the  boys  who  had  attended  the  Outward  Bound  Course. 

As  a  result  of  these  investigations  53  cases  were  discovered, 
45  of  whom  attended  the  Secondary  Modem  School  mentioned.

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This  table  presents  a  more  satisfactory  picture  than  last  year  —  particularly  so  far  as  the  figure  for 
Mangotsfield  are  concerned.  It  is  encouraging  also  to  npte  that  there  is  an  improvement  on  the  phenomenally  low 
percentages  achieved  in  Warmley  during  the  previous  two  years.  The  overall  immunity  however,  is  still  lower  than 
it  should  be. 
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cough  as  well  as  diphtheria. 

With  the  multiplicity  of  immunisation  procedures  now  available  in  childhood,  there  is  a  danger  that  diphtheria 
may  be  omitted  —  the  use  of  triple  vaccine  is  a  great  asset  in  countering  this  tendency,  which  has  had  such  dire 
consequences  in  some  parts  of  the  country.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


SOUTH  GLOUCESTERSHIRE  AREA 

The  statutory  water  supplier  for  the  area  is  the  Bristol 
Waterworks  Company,  save  in  the  Parish  of  Hawkesbury,  where 
the  supply  is  controlled  by  the  Sodbury  R.D.C.  I  am  grateful  to 
the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  for  much  of  the  information 
that  follows. 

In  the  company’s  present  area  of  distribution  the  supply  has 
been  satisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity.  In  the  Hencliffe 
V/oods  area,  however,  a  metered  supply  (the  responsibility  of  the 
Warmley  R.D.C.)  is  received  and  this  has  been  intermittent  on 
occasions  due  to  interference  by  vandals. 

This  is  the  only  part  of  the  four  districts  where  the  company 
distributes  water  by  means  of  a  standpipe.  The  latter  supplies  two 
properties  in  Hencliffe  Woods.  Throughout  the  area  however, 
there  are  several  homes  where  the  supply  is  from  a  tap  at  the  gate 
rather  than  inside  the  house. 

Results  of  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company’s  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  of  its  sources  of  supply,  both  before  and 
after  treatment  are  given  in  the  following  table.  (Independent 
samples  have  been  taken  by  all  districts  at  various  points  in  the 
company’s  area  of  supply  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  No  check 
sampling  of  the  new  water  has  been  carried  out  however  since 
the  sources  are  outside  the  district  areas).

Apart 
from  the  normal  treatment,  which  varies  according  to  the  source, 
no  special  measures  have  been  necessary  to  combat  any  form  of 
contamination  other  than  the  use  of  activated  carbon  at  Stowey 
for  a  short  period  when  a  slight  taste  developed.

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Hawkesbury  Water  Supply. 

In  the  northern  part  of  Sodbury  R.D.,  a  small  water  supply 
is  derived  from  the  council  owned  and  controlled  pumping  station 
at  Kilcot  Valley. 

This  has  worked  most  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year  and 
two  metered  and  two  domestic  connections  have  been  made  to  the 
mains.  At  the  same  time  two  standpipes  were  dispensed  with  due 
to  the  householders  they  served  taking  the  water  supply  into  their 
dwellings. 

The  average  daily  consumption  during  the  year  under  review 
has  been  84,819  gallons  with  a  total  of  30,959,260  gallons  repre¬ 
senting  an  increase  in  consumption  of  approximately  10.8%  over 
last  year. 

The  maximum  rest  level  of  the  water  in  the  well  was  1 1  ft. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  contamination  other 
than  routine  flushing  of  the  dead  ends  and  the  supply  throughout 
the  year  remained  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

A  few  minor  bursts  were  repaired  during  the  year  and  on  no 
occasion  was  it  found  necessary  to  interrupt  the  supply  to 
consumers  for  a  period  of  more  than  six  hours  and  on  this  occasion 
a  very  small  portion  of  the  supply  system  was  involved.  The  cause 
of  the  bursts  was  the  usual  one  of  corrosion  due  to  the  action  of 
sulphate  reducing  bacteria.  The  iron  bolts  were  replaced  with 
phosphor  bronze  ones  as  has  been  the  practice  for  some  years.

WATER  SCHEMES  (SODBURY  R.D.) 

Dyrham  &  Hinton. 

The  cost  of  this  scheme  has  not  yet  been  finalised  but  will 
amount  to  approximately  £10,000.  Some  70  properties  in  the  two 
villages  have  been  connected  to  the  main. 

Bagstone. 

This  scheme  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  the  estimated  cost  now  being  £2,347. 

Barrow  Hill,  Wick. 

A  slight  addition  to  this  scheme  was  completed  in  this  year  at 
a  cost  of  £1,270,  the  total  number  of  properties  being  served 
amounting  to  eight. 

Mission  Lane  and  part  of  Dyers  Lane,  Iron  Acton. 

This  scheme  has  now  been  completed  at  a  cost,  not  yet 
finalised,  of  some  £1,974.  Eight  dwellings  have  been  served.  A 
further  extension  to  be  laid  along  the  remainder  of  Dyer’s  Lane 
has  been  proposed,  subject  to  the  contributions  from  the  owners 
of  properties  to  be  served.  The  scheme  for  the  extension  provides 
for  approximately  543  yards  of  3"  main  estimated  to  cost  £1,201. 
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Frampton  End  Lane,  Iron  Acton. 

This  small  scheme  approved  by  the  Ministry  is  estimated  to 
cost  £L364.  Completion  is  expected  by  the  end  of  September  1961. 


Hall  End,  Wickwar. 

A  scheme  to  lay  2,350  yards  of  4"  main  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £5  055  is  about  to  be  submitted  to  the  Gloucestershire  County 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for 
approval.  Five  private  dwellings  and  three  farms  will  be  served  by 
the  proposed  supply. 


Ashwicke. 

The  scheme  to  extend  the  existing  main  in  Bristol  / 
Chippenham  Road,  Marshfield  through  Ashwicke  to  the  West 
Lodge  of  St.  Joseph’s  Approved  School  has  been  deferred  by  the 
Council  pending  investigations  into  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a 
supply  to  the  locality  from  the  R.A.F.  Camp,  Coleme,  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  School  Authorities.  The  extension  from  the  Bristol/ 
Chippenham  Road  will  entail  the  laying  of  approximately  1,467 
yards  of  4''  main  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £7,605. 


CODRINGTON  ROAD,  WeSTERLEIGH. 

This  is  a  scheme  requiring  the  extension  of  an  existing  main 
at  the  junction  of  Wapley  and  Codrington  roads,  along  the 
Codrington  road  towards  Bristol,  for  a  distance  of  approximately 
1,480  yards.  The  estimated  cost  is  £4,070  of  which  a  grant  of  £1,300 
will  be  contributed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food. 

There  are  parts  of  the  South  Gloucestershire  area  where  the 
water  supply  is  at  present  outside  the  fields  of  distribution  of  both 
the  undertakings  mentioned,  and  where  it  is  not  satisfactory,  in 
particular,  the  Newpit  Lane  and  Golden  Valley  area. 

The  need  to  supply  this  part  of  Warmley  R.D.  with  mains 
water  has  been  reported  for  many  years.  The  development  in  the 
adjoining  area  has  resulted  in  an  increased  discharge  into  the  river 
Boyd  at  a  point  along  its  course  above  the  Newpit  Lane /Golden 
Valley  area  where  the  well  water  supplies  are  at  river  level  and 
where  there  is  also  a  number  of  cesspit  drainage  systems.  The  need 
to  instal  a  mains  supply  here  cannot  be  over  emphasised. 

In  Upton  Cheyney  also  the  mains  should  be  extended  beyond 
its  present  limits  in  order  that  several  outlying  properties  which  at 
present  must  rely  on  a  polluted  spring  water  in  open  troughs,  can 
be  provided  with  a  wholesome  trouble-free  supply. 
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SODBURY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Old  Sodbury. 

This  scheme  provides  for  a  connection  from  the  existing  sewer 
at  Colts  Green,  thence  passing  through  fields  on  the  North  side  of 
the  A.432,  Trunk  Road,  eastwards  to  Dog  Hill  with  branches  to 
the  south  end  of  Church  Lane  and  Cotswold  Lane. 

The  southern  end  of  the  village  will  be  served  by  a  sewer  laid 
through  fields  to  the  Railway  Bridge,  and  thence  northwards 
towards  the  village. 

With  the  exception  of  some  house  connections  the  whole  of 
the  sewer  laying  has  been  completed. 

The  tender  accepted  for  the  work  was  for  £22,000,  but  costs 
have  not  as  yet  been  finalised. 

Doynton. 

This  scheme  is  reaching  completion  at  a  cost  of  £20,000  and 
it  will  provide  main  drainage  for  a  village  population  of  340  with 
allowance  made  for  an  increase. 

The  existing  sanitary  arrangements  for  the  village  of  this  size 
and  the  school  were  most  primitive  giving  rise  to  some  pollution 
of  tributaries  of  the  River  Boyd,  this  being  aggravated  by  inefficient 
septic  tanks  constructed  in  the  years  since  a  piped  water  supply 
was  provided  in  the  village. 

Stoke  Gifford. 

A  scheme  for  draining  the  Parish  of  Stoke  Gifford  has  been 
approved  in  principle  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  tenders  are  being  invited. 

The  Parish  is  divided  into  two  main  drainage  areas.  Part  will 
drain  westward  into  the  Filton  ring  sewer,  and  the  area  of  Harry 
Stoke  will  drain  into  the  Winterbourne  Trunk  Sewer  near  Faber’s 
Place,  Hambrook.  The  scheme  will  serve  some  135  existing 
properties  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £27,068. 

Cold  Ashton. 

A  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Cold  Ashton  has  been  prepared 
and  approved  by  the  Council  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £3,450.  It  is 
proposed  to  utilize  an  existing  sewage  disposal  works,  at  present 
serving  the  Manor  House,  and  laying  a  length  of  6"  sewer  to 
connect  to  the  existing  outfall  sewer.  The  effluent  drain  is  to  be 
piped  to  the  stream  below  the  position  of  the  lowest  valley  water 
spring  which  is  one  of  the  sources  of  supply  to  the  Bath 
Waterworks. 
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BRISTOL  MAIN  DRAINAGE. 


Main  Valley  Sewer. 

A  tender  for  the  laying  of  approximately  6^  miles  of  sewer 
from  Stapleton  Road,  Eastville,  Bristol,  within  the  City  of  Bristol, 
following  the  course  of  the  River  Frome  and  Bradley  Brook  to 
Winterbourne,  has  been  accepted  by  the  Mangotsfield  Urban 
District  Council,  and  the  Thornbury  and  Sodbury  Rural  District 
Councils  in  the  sum  of  £716,644. 


The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  approved 
this  tender  and  it  is  anticipated  that  Messrs.  John  Howard  &  Coy. 
Ltd.,  of  London,  the  successful  contractors,  will  commence 
operations  in  July  of  next  year. 


Including  the  cost  of  enlarging  the  Bristol  sewers,  etc.,  into 
which  the  effluent  from  the  three  areas  will  discharge,  the 
apportionment  of  expenditure  between  the  three  councils,  based 
on  estimated  ultimate  flow,  will  amount  to  the  following :  -

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  Messrs.  Gardners  of  Bristol 
took  over  the  premises  previously  occupied  by  The  Bristol  Shoe 
Coy.  at  Stover,  Yate.  This  has  been  developed  as  a  wholesale 
warehouse  and  the  marked  increase  in  the  quantity  and  weight  of 
Other  Foods  condemmed  has  been  due  to  the  issue  of  surrender 
notes  and  disposal  of  the  affected  goods  to  our  refuse  tips  where  it 
is  buried. 

Food  premises  in  the  area  have  been  visited  regularly  and  the 
fullest  co-operation  with  traders  has  led  to  the  general  high  standard 
of  cleanliness  in  these  places  being  maintained  during  the  period 
under  review.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  proceedings  in 
any  instance. 


SALE  OF  ICE-CREAM 

The  number  of  premises  registered  in  the  area  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream  (pre-packed  from  cold  cabinets  and  refrigerators) 
increased  from  146  to  157  there  being  16  new  registrations  and 
live  deletions  from  the  register  during  the  year.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  seven  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  continued  to  function 
throughout  the  year  and  every  effort  was  made  to  inspect  all 
carcasses  as  soon  after  slaughter  as  possible. 

All  condemned  meat  and  offals  is  stained  with  acid  green 
before  disposal  to  licensed  traders. 

The  maintenance  of  all  slaughterhouses  and  equipment  is  kept 
under  close  supervision. 

The  Councirs  report  pursuant  to  Section  3  of  the  Slaughter¬ 
house  Act,  1958  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  on  the  18th  August  1960  and  notification  was 
received  on  the  8th  November  of  that  year  that  the  report  had 
been  accepted  and  that  orders  making  the  “Appointed  Day” 
effective  for  1st  January,  1962  would  be  made  in  due  course. 

Of  the  six  slaughterhouses  capable  of  being  rendered  fit  to 
comply  with  the  new  standards,  four  owners  have  submitted  plans 
giving  details  of  improvements  that  are  proposed  in  order  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  and  of  these  four  two  have  actually  commenced 
building  after  consultation  with  the  department. 

Every  assistance  has  again  been  forthcoming  from  the 
Department  of  Preventive  Medicine  of  the  Bristol  University  when 
questions  regarding  meat  and  unsound  foods  have  been  dealt  with. 

Information  on  post  mortem  examination  and  inspections  of 
animal  carcasses  is  given  in  the  appended  table.

CARAVAN  SITES 

On  the  29th  August  1960  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  1960,  came  into  effect. 

This  Act  confers  on  local  authorities  powers  for  controlling 
caravan  sites  and  there  is  no  doubt  this  long  awaited  legislation 
will  do  much  to  improve  the  standards  existing  and  make  life  more 
tolerable  for  caravan  users. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have 
produced  a  Model  Code  and  the  Council  is  applying  this  standard 
to  all  caravan  sites  within  the  district. 

It  has  always  been  the  aim  of  the  Council  to  achieve  a 
reasonable  standard  by  co-operation  with  the  site  owners,  and  it  is 
felt  that  the  new  legislation  will  throw  no  undue  burden  on  the 
majority  of  the  site  owners. 

Under  the  old  legislation  there  were  eight  multiple  sites  within 
the  district  licensed  to  accommodate  201  caravans.  There  are  21 
licenses  issued  to  station  individual  caravans. 

All  occupiers  of  existing  sites  have  applied  for  licences  under 
the  new  legislation,  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Council  were 
forwarded  to  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Authority  who  are 
required  to  determine  the  planning  status. 


HOUSING 

Unfit  Houses 

A  further  28  houses  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  bringing 
the  total  that  has  been  dealt  with  under  the  First  Five  Year 
Programme  to  183. 


There  are  now  89  dwellings  still  requiring  attention  but  no 
doubt  the  current  trend  in  the  area,  of  purchasing  old  houses  and 
renovating  and  repairing  them  will  have  the  effect  of  further 
reducing  this  figure.

RENT  ACT,  1957 

Three  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
bringing  the  total  number  to  43  since  the  introduction  of  the  Act. 

Three  applications  to  cancel  certificates  were  also  received 
and  two  were  issued  during  the  year  leaving  a  total  of  five 
certificates  in  operation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTiON  AND  DISPOSAL 
Collection. 

A  direct  labour  force  comprising  23  men  and  six  vehicles  is 
employed  by  the  Council  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
household  refuse. 

With  the  continued  development  of  the  district  particularly 
Frampton  Cotterell,  Winterbourne  and  Yate  the  collection  rounds 
have  been  increased  by  more  than  450  houses.  A  new  vehicle  was 
put  into  service  in  December  to  cope  with  this  increase. 

Refuse  has  tended  to  maintain  the  features  mentioned  last 
year  increasing  in  bulk  rather  than  weight. 

Complaints  regarding  non-collection  once  more  did  not 
average  one  per  week  despite  the  fact  that  the  number  of  calls 
made  during  the  year  were  well  over  the  half  million  mark. 

Disposal. 

It  was  expected  that  the  tip  at  Filton  would  be  completed 
during  the  year  but  it  was  found  possible  to  extend  its  “life”  by 
judicious  excavating  and  use  for  covering  material,  refuse,  which 
had  been  deposited  some  15-20  years  previously.  This  material 
had  completely  rotted  down  and  proved  extremely  useful  for  the 
purpose. 

Tipping  is  controlled  and  made  at  five  sites  within  the  district 
at  Chipping  Sodbury,  Doynton,  Filton,  Horton  and  Winterbourne. 
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A  mechanical  shovel  is  in  use.  As  in  the  case  of  Filton  the  greater 
part  of  covering  materials  required  are  now  being  recovered  from 
older  parts  of  the  tips  where  the  refuse  has  had  time  to  rot  and 
become  innocuous. 

An  alternative  tip  for  the  use  of  the  Yate/ Chipping  Sodbury 
area  has  been  found  and  negotiations  are  to  take  place  for 
acquisition  of  the  site.  The  owner  of  the  land  is  agreeable  to  its 
use  as  a  tip  as  it  is  comparatively  valueless  agriculturally.  It  is 
centrally  situated  for  the  Yate  and  Chipping  Sodbury  area  and 
has  the  advantage  of  being  well  hidden  from  the  highway.  It  is 
away  from  any  residences  and  should  have  an  expected  life  of  at 
least  15  years,  taking  into  account  the  development  now  taking 
place.  When  tipping  is  completed  it  is  expected  that  the  land  wiU 
provide  a  “good  grazing  area”. 

Salvage. 

The  amount  of  paper  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to 
458  tons.  Scrap  Iron  accounted  for  314  tons  whilst  rags  and  other 
salvageable  material  yielded  4  tons.  The  sale  of  the  foregoing 
realised  £3166. 12s. 7d. 

This  amount  compares  favourably  with  an  amount  of  440 
tons  valued  at  £2765  raised  from  this  source  during  1959. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  activities  of  the  full  time  Rodent  Inspector  /  Operator  are 
given  in  detail  in  the  appended  table. 

No  major  infestation  of  rat/  s  or  mice  came  to  light  during  the 
year,  but  one  likely  outbreak  was  prevented  by  timely  intervention. 
The  owner  of  land,  previously  used  as  a  local  authority  refuse  tip 
was  prevented  from  developing  it  as  a  dumping  ground  for,  old, 
inferior,  condemned  cattle  food  intended  for  use  as  a  manure. 

A  very  slight  increase  was  observed  in  the  number  of  people 
reporting  infestation  by  mice  alone.  This  was  possibly  due  to  the 
inclement  seasons  last  year  driving  more  of  these  pests  to  seek 
shelter. 

Contract  services  were  maintained  to  control  rodents  in  food 
stores,  farms,  manufacturing  premises  etc. 

The  Council’s  sewers  have  been  inspected,  and  in  accordance 
with  laid  down  procedure,  treated.  None  was  found  to  require  any 
drastic  attention.

Most  unsatisfactory  conditions  prevail  in  the  Memorial  and 
Whittucks  Road  areas  within  the  parish  of  Hanham  Abbots.  The 
position  is  aggravated  by  the  residential  development  at  the  top 
end  of  Whittucks  Road  whereby  more  surface  water  finds  its  way 
to  the  lower  part  of  Memorial  Road  causing  Hooding  in  this  area. 
The  drainage  here  is  by  means  of  cesspits  and  these  also  become 
flooded. 

The  Council  have  had  under  consideration  for  many  years, 
the  extension  of  the  sewer,  to  the  North  Common  area  within  the 
Parish  of  Bitton  where,  in  this  partly  built  up  area,  the  cesspool 
drainage  systems  arc  unsatisfactory  owing  to  the  clay  subsoil.  In 
addition  to  these  areas,  parts  adjoining  them  also  require  main 
drainage  but  these  are  not  perhaps  in  such  an  urgent  category  for 
e.g.  Abbots  Road,  Castle  f  arm  Road  and  Cann  Lane. 

The  Kingswood  and  Warmicy  Joint  Sewerage  Committee  is 
at  present  actively  considering  the  enlargement  of  the  main  trunk 
sewer  which,  owing  to  the  considerable  development  of  both  areas, 
cannot  be  long  postponed. 


Fi/xjds. 

Floods  were  experienced  during  the  4th /5th  December,  1960, 
in  the  Parishes  of  IBitton,  Hanham  Abbotts,  Oldand  and  Syston 
from  the  River  Avon,  River  Boyd  and  the  Warmicy  Brook,  which 
affected  60  dwelling  houses,  two  Public  Houses  and  three  industrial 
premises.  The  Council  opened  an  appeal  fund  to  assist  persons  who 
suffered  loss  and  this  raised  £272.  The  amount  paid  out  to  rate¬ 
payers  was  £l,956.0.0d.,  the  difference  being  made  good  by  the 
Government.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


General.

CARAVAN  SITES, 

CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  29th  August,  1960  and  initiates  a 
new  licensing  system  for  caravans.  Its  objects  are  twofold,  to 
control  the  location  of  caravan  sites  and  to  improve  the  conditions 
on  sites  by  requiring  good  standards  of  layout,  equipment  and 
maintenance. 

The  control  of  location  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Planning 
Authority  and  the  issue  or  refusal  of  site  licences  by  local 
authorities  is  controlled  by  the  planning  authorities  decision. 

The  local  authority  issues  site  licences  and  can  impose 
conditions  on  these  licences.  The  Ministry  have  issued  “Model 
Standards”  and  it  proposed  to  recommend  that  sites  in  this  district 
should  conform  to  these  standards. 

Applications  received  under  the  new  Act  for  site  licences  are 
now  under  consideration  by  the  planning  authority  and  when  their 
decision  is  known  the  appropriate  licencing  action  will  be  taken.  It 
will  probably  be  prudent  to  allow  a  reasonable  period  for 
compliance  with  licensing  conditions  and  it  will  therefore  be  some 
time  before  the  effects  of  the  new  act  are  fully  apparent. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  maintained  their  weekly  refuse  collection 
throughout  the  District,  including  alternative  days  during  Bank 
Holidays. 

Work  has  again  progressed  satisfactorily  at  the  tip,  except 
for  a  small  number  of  fires  due  to  the  deposition  of  hot  ashes,  and 
also  to  the  activities  of  mischievious  children. 

In  June  of  this  year,  the  Council  agreed  that  Mangotsfield 
U.D.C.  could  use  the  tip  at  Cowhorn  Hill.  This  was  to  be  a 
temporary  arrangement  only,  but  the  Urban  Authority  is  still 
using  the  tip.  Due  to  the  considerable  increase  in  population  in 
this  area  and  also  in  Mangotsfield,  approximately  50  tons  of  crude 
refuse  is  buried  daily.  This  far  exceeds  our  estimated  quantity  and 
it  is  essential  therefore  that  the  Council  should  consider  plans  for 
a  further  refuse  disposal  tip.

DRAiNAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  are  aware  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  Conham 
Sewerage  Works.  These  have  been  overloaded  for  some  years. 
Inevitably  nuisance  has  arisen  affecting  residents  in  the  St.  Anne’s 
area  of  Bristol  and  the  effluent  passing  into  the  River  Avon  has 
been  suspect. 

The  Joint  Sewerage  Committee  has  had  extensive  works 
carried  out  to  minimise  trouble  and  the  second  treatment  method, 
put  into  operation  during  the  year  should  materially  help,  not 
only  to  avoid  doubtful  effluent  passing  into  the  river,  but  also  to 
ensure  a  better  digestion  of  sludge  in  the  primary  and  secondary 
tanks. 

The  present  system  involves  the  diversion  daily  of  half  a 
million  gallons  of  crude  sewage  from  the  screens  at  the  inflow  to 
the  Bristol  sewer  at  Conham  and  the  remainder  of  the  inflow, 
some  1.1  millions  gallons,  is  treated.  The  effluent  is  by-passed  at 
the  outlet  and  pumped  back  into  the  Bristol  sewer  to  dilute  the 
crude  sewage.  This  is  a  temporary  expedient  which  will  continue 
until  the  long-term  plans  for  dealing  with  Bristol’s  sewage  have 
been  successfully  completed.  Then  the  whole  of  the  sewage  from 
the  Joint  Sewage  Committee’s  area  will  pass  untreated  into  the 
city  sewer  and  the  Conham  works  will  be  closed. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  general  sewerage  system  to  cope  with 
the  growth  of  the  district  is  under  the  active  consideration  of  the 
Council’s  officers  and  its  General  Purposes  Committee. 

Surcharging  occurs  in  parts  where  the  old  combined  sewers 
cannot  take  the  added  load.  In  the  New  Cheltenham  Valley  the 
Council  has  authorised  sewerage  development  estimated  to  cost 
£120,000  in  order  to  relieve  the  flooding  which  occurs.  The  excessive 
rainfall  in  1960  tended  to  aggravate  the  problem. 

Whenever  floods  do  occur  immediate  steps  are  taken  by  the 
technical  staff  to  clear  them  and  prevent  further  nuisance  occurring. 

METEROLOGY 

The  Kingswood  Park  ‘met’  station  is  part  of  the  National  Grid 
of  the  D.S.I.R.  for  recording  air  pollution.  A  monthly  recording  of 
rainfall,  atmosphere,  solids  and  S02  is  taken  by  the  City  of  Bristol 
public  analyst  by  arrangement. 

Average  monthly  readings: 

Solids  8.437  (tons  per  sq.  mile). 

S02  0.51  (mg  per  1  sq.  cm.  per  day). 

The  total  rainfall  measured  during  the  year  was  36.3".  This 
was  one  of  the  wettest  years  on  record,  and  provided  the  heaviest 
rainfall  since  records  were  taken.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  is  one  privately-owned  open  air  swimming  bath  in  the 
district  to  which  the  public  have  access.  The  source  of  water  is 
from  a  spring  which  runs  to  the  bath  via  a  continuous  flow  sand 
filtration  plant  and  prior  to  entering  the  bath  the  water  is  chlorin¬ 
ated  by  means  of  a  pulsometer.  It  has  been  necessary  to  check  the 
bacterial  purity  by  sampling  and  to  offer  advice  on  the  source  of 
“topping”  up  water. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken,  on  request,  from  the  Kingswood 
Training  School’s  private  swimming  pool.  As  a  result  informal 
advice  was  given  on  improving  treatment. 

The  Soundwell  Swimming  Baths  (in  Mangotsfield  U.D.)  is  a 
joint  venture  of  Kingswood  and  Mangotsfield.  Now  under 
construction  it  will,  when  completed,  be  one  of  the  finest  pools  in 
the  West  Country.

Licensing  of  Milk  and  Dairy  dealers  was  taken  over  by  the 
Gloucestershire  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  on 
1st  January,  1961  following  transference  of  functions  under  new 
milk  regulations. 

Several  ice-cream  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  In  the 
case  of  two  mobile  vans  the  analyst  reported  unsatisfactory  results. 
The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  authority  in  whose  area  the 
ice-cream  was  manufactured.  The  trouble  has  not  re-occurred. 


FOOD  HYGIENNE  REGULATIONS  1960 


The  1955  regulations  were  superseded  during  the  year  by  a 
new  code,  but  the  changes  did  not  call  for  any  general  survey  of 
premises.  Visits  were  made  from  time  to  time  to  new  premises  and 
to  other  food  shops.  Requests  for  compliance  with  minor 
contraventions  of  the  regulations  (such  as  smoking  while  serving 
food,  absence  of  waterproof  dressings  on  cuts,  non-use  of  protective 
coverings  and  overalls,  provision  of  cleaning  materials,  &c.)  were 
issued  to  the  persons  concerned.  There  were  no  contraventions 
which  justified  consideration  for  proceedings.

Meat  Inspections 

100%  Meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  in  the  local  private 
slaughterhouse.  Killing  occurs  on  Friday  evenings,  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  and  sometimes  Mondays  (in  summer).  It  is  noteworthy 
that  no  bovine  tuberculosis  was  found  either  generalised  or 
localised.  This  reflects  the  long-term  effects  of  the  Tuberculosis

CARAVANS  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

The  Caravan  (Control  and  Development)  Act  came  into  force 
during  the  year  giving  the  local  authority  more  powers  for 
controlling  caravans.  The  Act  required  maximum  co-operation 
between  the  Council  and  the  Area  Planning  Committee.  Discussion 
of  the  model  code  of  byelaws  (Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government)  has  taken  place  between  the  County  Planning 
Authority,  the  Fire  Service  and  District  Health  Departments.  As 
a  result  a  memorandum  interpreting  the  requirements  of  the  code 
has  been  approved  and  forms  the  basis  throughout  the  County  for 
licensing  conditions. 

Only  one  new  site  application  was  made  during  the  year,  and 
there  are  four  licenced  sites  in  existence,  housing  13  caravans. 


THE  CLEANSING  SERVICE 

This  service  in  Kingswood  is  under  the  control  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

A  weekly  kerbside  collection  service  is  maintained  from  8,000 
dwellings,  business  premises,  factories,  etc.  Revision  of  rounds  was 
planned  to  take  effect  at  the  end  of  the  year  following  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  five-day  week  for  employees. 
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Controlled  tipping  takes  place  at  Hopps  Road  (winter)  and 
Tenniscourt  Road  (summer).  Hopps  Road  tip  was  nearing 
completion  in  December  and  when  finished  will  ultimately  be 
re-claimed  for  public  open  space. 

The  usefulness  of  long-term  land  recovery  by  proper  tipping 
is  amply  demonstrated  in  post-war  development. 

1.  Southey  Playing  Fields  where  tipping  was  completed  in 
1942  has  been  laid  out  and  grassed.  It  will  be  available  for 
use  shortly. 

2.  Mount  Hill  Tip.  Old  clay  workings  some  thirty  to  forty  feet 
deep  were  purchased  at  this  site  in  1942.  Tipping  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  1954.  After  a  period  of  settlement  the  site  has  been 
purchased  by  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council  Education 
Committee  and  converted  to  playing  fields  for  Kingswood 
Secondary  Modern  Girls  School.  (It  is  noteworthy  to  record 
that  when  this  land  was  bought  for  tipping,  the  County 
Education  Committee  opposed  the  scheme.  Had  its  views 
prevailed  the  school’s  rear  outlook  would  still  be  onto  a 
derelict,  unsightly  clay  hole!) 

3.  Claypool  Road  Tip.  This  was  the  site  of  an  old  clay  working 
and  was  left  derelict  and  unfenced  by  the  owner.  Following  a 
double  drowning  fatality  in  one  of  the  very  deep  ponds  contain¬ 
ing  30"  of  water,  the  Council  applied  a  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  in  1954.  This  land  is  now  being  left  to  complete 
settlement  before  being  converted  into  a  football  field. 

4.  Hopps  Road  Tip.  This  was  acquired  under  a  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  at  the  same  time  as  Claypool  Road.  It  was 
used  previously  as  a  private  tip  which  caused  so  much  nuisance 
from  fires  and  smell  that  the  owner  was  prosecuted  and  fined. 
In-filling  has  taken  several  years  and  during  the  winter  of 
1960/61  the  site  will  be  brought  to  ground  level. 

5.  Tenniscourt  Road.  Eleven  acres  of  land  were  purchased 
under  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  1958,  for  single  depth 
tipping  in  order  to  recover  useless  marginal  land  partly  under 
water  most  of  the  winter.  About  half  the  area  will  ultimately 
form  an  extension  of  playing  fields  for  Kingswood  Grammar 
School.  The  Site  is  now  in  early  stages  of  development.  An 
extension  to  the  original  scheme  is  planned  by  diverting 
Warmley  Brook  (necessary  to  provide  more  effective  disposal 
of  storm  water  from  the  New  Cheltenham  Valley)  and 
extending  the  tipping  site  over  this  watercourse,  (which  forms 
the  boundary  between  Kingswood  and  Warmley)  to  a  pre¬ 
determined  point  abutting  the  new  line  of  the  brook.

HOUSING 

The  Council  has  completed  its  five  year  programme  for  dealing 
with  unfit  properties  well  within  the  period.  The  problem  is  a 
continuing  one  however  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  pursue  a  similar 
policy  for  a  long  time. 

Nine  houses  were  dealt  with  by  demolition  during  the  year  and 
seven  by  Closing  Order  procedures.  The  Nelson / Berkeley  Road/ 
Haynes  Lane  area  was  also  under  consideration  and  the  Council 
passed  a  resolution  inviting  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council 
to  declare  it  a  comprehensive  re-developement  area  under  the 
Planning  Acts.  It  is  not  known  how  long  this  will  take  to 
accomplish,  but  it  is  considered  the  only  satisfactory  method  of 
dealing  with  the  matter. 

Improvement  Grants. 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  and  all  these  were  approved;  the  total  amount 
of  grant  paid,  being  £3,337. 16.6d.  It  is  of  interest  that  in  all  these 
cases  the  owner  was  also  the  occupier.  In  the  new  Housing  Bill  at 
present  under  consideration  by  Parliament  an  inducement  is  to  be 
offered  to  owners  in  that  they  will  probably  be  able  to  charge  12% 
of  their  portion  of  improvement  expenditure  as  against  8%  at 
present. 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

Forty-nine  applications  for  Improvement  Grants,  mainly  to 
provide  hot  water  facilities,  were  received  during  the  year  and 
approved,  the  total  amount  of  grant  paid  by  the  Council  being 
£2,199.18.9d. 

Difficulties  arose  over  the  interpretation  of  this  Act  and  at 
present  a  set  of  working  rules  which  it  is  understood  the  Ministry 
has  in  course  of  preparation,  is  awaited. 

Rent  Act,  1959. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Six  houses  at  Moorend  which  had  to  rely  on  wells  for  their 
water  supply  were  connected  to  the  piped  public  supply  during 
the  year. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  new  Kingswood  U.D.C.  and  the  Mangotsfield  U.D.C. 
Joint  Swimming  Bath  at  Sound  well  was  under  construction  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  will  be  open  to  the  public  during  late  1961. 


CARAVAN  SITES 

AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960 

This  Act  came  into  being  on  the  29th  of  July,  1960  and  steps 
were  taken  to  ensure  the  implementation  of  its  provisions  in  the 
existing  caravan  sites  in  the  district,  in  conjunction  with  the  area 
Planning  Authority.  It  is  anticipated  that  all  the  Sites  will  be 
brought  up  to  the  standards  required  and  no  difl&culties  are 
envisaged. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  Moorend  Tip  was  closed  at  the  end  of  June,  since  when 
refuse  has  been  disposed  of  at  the  Cowhorn  Hill  tip  of  Warmley 
Rural  District  Council. 

The  Urban  District  would  like  to  establish  a  tip  at 
Pucklechurch  and  a  public  enquiry  into  the  matter  is  awaited. 

The  policy  of  keeping  the  vehicle  fleet  up  to  date  is  being 
maintained  and  a  new  vehicle  is  on  order  which  will  allow  dustless 
loading.
